NATURALIZATION LAWS 


Have Been Radically Changed by Con­ 


gress— Now More Difficult to 


Become a Citizen. 


Radical changes have been w rought 
in the naturalization laws of the United 
States, and those of tho foreign born in 
the country who have not already become 
full-fledged citizens of this country will 
find that they have a ta-k of no small 
magnitude on their hands if they want 
to become Uncle Sam s subjects. 
They will in the first instance bo re­ 
quired to be able to speak the English 
language, and a clause has been insert­ 
ed in the law which demands the appli­ 
cants for citizenship will have to be able 
to read and write. Moreover the papers 
for citizenship will not be issued in any 
courts of record b u t those in which the 
amount in controversy is unlimited. 
The first petition for citizenship may 
be made at any time after th** petitioner 
has arrived in the United States. This 
petition m u st fie signed by the petition­ 
er. and in it ho m u st under oath give 
his full and correct name, his age, his 
occupation, a personal description of 
himself, his date and country of birth, 
his former place of residence before 
moving to the United States, tho date 
of his arrival here, the name of the ves 
sol in which he arrived, and his resi 
donee here. 
The second papers cannot be secured 
till two years after the filing of 
th** pe­ 
tition foi the first papers, not less than 
nine years after the filing of th a t peti­ 
tion. 
T h e petition m u st be signed by 
the applicant, and it must be 
pecified 
under oath t h a t the applicant can speak 
th** English language, the full name of 
tho wife m ust bf* given if the applicant 
is a married man, the country in which 
the wife was born must be specified, and 
if the applicant ha- children, he m u - 1 
date where their home was and 
how 
old they were at the time he signed the 
petition for the first papers, and their 
full names also be given. 


E le c tio n Clauses. 


No papers for full citizenship can bo 
granted for thirty days preceding any 
general election, and the final act in tho 
m atter of granting citizenship must not 
bo made till 90 days after the applica­ 
tion for the second naturalization pa 
pers lias been filed. 
The names of the 
witnesses which are really to testify to 
the tru th of the application must be in ­ 
cluded in the petition. 
No man can go 
outside of the judicial district in which 
ho lives to secure citizenship papers. 
The special ac t of congress which has 
made these changes in the naturaliza 
lion law provides t h a t the immigration 
bureau and the naturalization bureau 
shall be merged. 
This change tak<<> 
place and the laws governing the n a tu r 
ali/ation go into effect ninety day ■ after 
J une 27.
